eordie Johnson settled in 
with a glass of Johnny Walk- 

er Red, regrouping after a day in 
rehearsal of Rough Justice. 

Terence Frisby’s Rough Justice 
premiered in London’s West End 
in 1994. The story of a man 
brought up on murder charges 
for the mercy killing of his son 
quickly hummed with interna- 
tional resonance. 

Saskatchewan's recent 
“Crown vs. Latimer” (when a fa- 
ther ended the life of his termi- 
nally ill daughter) still vibrates 
the Canadian social consciousness. 
Frisby flew to Edmonton for his 
Rough Justice's first international 
production to rework his piece for 
the Canadian milieu. 


Central character 


Johnson, as the central char- 
acter James Highwood, played a 
role in those rewrites. 

“We're relocating it from Eng- 
land to Edmonton,” says John- 
son. “When! first heard that was 
the intention, I was a bit con- 
cerned because a lot of the struc- 
ture of the play depends on the 
British legal system. Teams of 
lawyers here have looked at it 
and it is remarkably the same.” 

That would be the Canadian 
colonial advantage. Because of 
the plays’s courtroom setting, 
Johnson hesitates going into sto- 
ry detail. 

“I don’t know as it will make 
you change your moral stance,” 

Johnson, intense, has lost any 
worries about the play’s Canadi- 
an viability, “but it will certainly 
make you realize other people's 
moral stance. I think there are 
excellent arguments made on 
both sides of the fence.” 

To play Highwood, Johnson 
harkens back to his youth grow- 
ing up in the lumber camp of the 
family sawmill in southwestern 
Alberta’s Porcupine Hills. From 
this rural setting, Johnson, ergo 
Highwood, has built his sense of 
right and wrong. 

Now Johnson is an actor and

Maclvor Odyssey 


Toronto performer satirizes feat

aniel Maclvor is, by his 
own admission, obsessed 
with death. 


While your first response 
might be, “Who isn’t?” it’s im- 
portant to remember the differ- 
ence between the way the rest of 
us are haunted about death and 
the way Maclvor does it. 

Maclvor's obsessions usually 
find themselves played out pub- 
licly to audiences around the 
country. 

And for most of us, the 
thought of bearing our souls to 
strangers in that manner is prob- 
ably just about as appealing as 
death itself. 

Not for Maclvor, who has 
written and performed enough 
plays to make the term prolific 
seem like an understatement. 
Written with Daniel Brooks, Here 
Lies Henry is the latest play from 
the Toronto-based Maclvor, who 
last year won a Sterling award for 
the Northern Light Theatre pro- 
duction of his play, 2-2 Tango. 

Described as a one-man satir- 
ical seminar on life at the end of 
the millenium, Henry personifies 
those of us who want to belive in 
the grand ideas. Equal parts so- 
cial anthropology, fundamental- 
ist rally and info-mercial, Henry 
attempts to dissect and examine 
the big picture concepts of truth, 
hope, love, justice and death. 
What he discovers, according to 
Maclvor, is that the truly impor- 
tant things in life are rarely the 
things we expect them to be. 

“It’s really a cynical piece in 
some ways because it says that 
all we can really believe in are 
the simple things that we treat as 
unimportant,” he says 

“At the end of a week people 
don’t remember the big deal that 
they made or the important per- 
son that they met — they re- 
member being moved by a pho- 
tograph that they saw in a news- 
paper, or by having a clerk be 
nice to them in a store. These are 
the things that we carry with us 
and that we remember because 
these are the things that connect 
us to other people. It’s not con- 
necting us to ideas or to success, 
it's about the things that con- 
nect us to the human things. It’s 
very much where I'm at and 


where the team with which I am 
working on it are at as well.” 

Here Lies Henry has already 
played to audiences in Calgary, 
Toronto and Victoria, and in the 
process has taken on a new di- 
mension in every city. 

“In Victoria it was a bit more 
anal — they’re already living in 
paradise, so maybe they didn’t 
want to confront some of these 
issues — while in Calgary it was 
a bit more swaggering. The ener- 
gy of the city really affects the 
performance.” 

He’s eager to see how the en- 
ergy of Edmonton audiences will 
shape the play when Northern 
Light Theatre performs it Feb. 
13-18 in the Thrust Theatre in 
the Fine Arts Building at the 
University of Alberta. 


Simple-is-best 


Henry caps a period of profes- 
sional success that has given 
Maclvor little opportunity to 
slow down and practice the sim- 
ple-is-best philosophy he touts 
in the play. In addition to his 
stage work, he has also begun to 
venture into the film industry. 
Last year, he co-wrote, co-direct- 
ed and co-starred with local play- 
wright Brad Fraser in Parade. 

A rough-cut version of Parade 
premiered at the Loud N’ Queer 
festival in Edmonton last No- 
vember. 

Although Maclvor is interest- 
ed in pursuing other film 
projects, he knows the film in- 
dustry may not know what ex- 
actly to make of him. 

“I'm in the process of trying 
to reinvent the process of film 
because the way that film seems 
to work is that they've already 
got their formula in place, so if’s 
a matter of fitting into their for- 
mula and I can’t quite do that,” 
he explains. 

“So I'm working on my own 
and trying to find my own way 
to do it. [think that’s why there’s 
so much bad film, because every- 
one is trying to follow the same 
formula and nobody is being very 
inventive.” 

Despite some of the challeng- 
es involved in making the transi- 
tion into film, you'll hear few 
complaints from Maclvor about 
the way his life and his art con- 
tinue to unfold. 

Unlike many people who find 
real life falling short of where 


they thought they would be, 
Maclvor is one of those rare indi- 
viduals who is genuinely con- 
tent with his life and himself. 

“I'm actually a bit ahead of 
where I thought I would be,” he 
says. 

“It's an interesting place to 
be because now I have to go fig- 
ure out where I want to go from 
here, which is interesting because 
it’s not about seeking out accept- 
ance or respect. It becomes more 
and more about seeking out what 
is at my core, what do I want to 
say to people, which is challeng- 
ing, but ultimately a good thing.” 

His own experience is, in 
many ways, exactly the opposite 
of what the character of Henry 
experiences in the play. 

“A lot of Henry is about disap- 
pointment,” says Maclvor. “and 
it’s because we’re led to believe 
that we'll find love and be satis- 
fied. Well, yes we'll find love and 
be satisfied if we’re willing to com- 
promise, but nobody ever men- 
tions that compromise part.” 

For Henry, like for many of 
us, life is full of disappointment 
precisely because the compro- 
mise clause was conveniently 
neglected in the beginning of 
the bargaining process. 


Meaning of life 


Although Henry refuses to let 
itself be weighted down in what 
could be heavy subject matter 
(Maclvor promises the play will 
inspire as much laughter as it 
does examination of the mean- 
ing of life), the playwright does 
admit that Henry, with its explo- 
ration of life’s bigger picture, 
marks the end of a particular 
period in his own writing life. 

“I've been thinking alot about 
death in the last couple of years, 
and I think it’s time to finish 
with death and go back to love 
again,” he says. 

“It seems to me there are only 
two things to write about — love 
and death, and all the variations 
of the two.” 

Which, when it all boils down 
to it, are probably the two things 
that make the world go round 
for the rest of us, too. »
